Expediter Wood announced the 


action under the new rent control 
law which Congress passed a little 
more than » month aj;o. The law, 
which extended controls for 15 
months, said landlords should set. 
* "fair net operating income" but 
left it up tc Woods to define such 
an income. 


IV* Nation-Wide Advance 
Woods, making public his for- 


mula, said it is impossible to esti- 
ir.ate now exactly how it will af- 
f«-ct rents on the approximately 
14,000,000 dwellings still under 
federal controls. 
Woods hiid said previously the 


niew law would result in no gen- 
eral nation-wide increase. 
His announcement tonight, how- 


aver, left little doubt that some 
biMislc would b* forthcoming. 
Woods used this example tc 
•how how the new rormula will 
work in the case of a "small" 
lundlord: 
The landlord has a total annual; 


Income from rents of $1,000. Hij; 
nperating 
expenses are $600 
«; 
year. His depreciation allowance 
i.< $200 a year. 
This 'eaves him a "net operat- 
fcig income" of $200 a year, or 20 
p«r cent at his grosj, rental in- 
come. He is entitled to a rent ceil- 
ing increase to bring his income 
up to 30 per cent. 
In this ciise, the increase would 
be approximately 1.12 a month to 
bring his gross rental income up 
til $1,143 a year. 
Except for the lower percent- 
ages, the formula would work thi: 
*»me way for "large" landlords. 


Consider Depreciation 


Individual landlords may apply 


fisr rent boosts by filing what 
Woods called "a simple petition 
form" in area rent offices. It calls 
for the listing of present rents and 
of all current operating expenses, 
including n charge for deprecia- 
tion, or normal wear. 
The depreciation allowance is 
limited to 13.1 per cent of the gross 
income in the case of "small" 
itructure* und 16 percent in the 
ease of "large" ones.
